The Joe and Michael Semmer Collection 


Our interest in numismatics 
became apparent in the Sum- 
mer of 1973 during a trip to 
Colorado. After touring the 
Denver Mint, Michael was 
determined to purchase a set 
of “Old Tyme Coins” from a 
vendor on the street. In addi- 
tion to regular U.S. issues 
from the early 20th Century, it contained an 1897 Indian 
cent. He was simply amazed to own a coin that was dated 
in the 1800s! It had been many years since | had seen 
many of early designs: Buffalo nickel, Mercury dime, 
Standing Liberty quarter, and Liberty Walking half dollar. It 
was apparent to both of us that the older designs were 
much more attractive than those of the present (1973) 
which have changed little in the following 30 years. 





We were hooked! 


Over the years, we purchased virtually every prominent 
numismatic reference book, and subscribed to the mailing 
lists of most major auction houses. We were consumed 
reading and studying this information, as this would 
inevitably help us learn how to make the best numismatic 
investment decisions. As a result, we were able to share 
many happy hours together prior to an important sale eval- 
uating the lots and preparing bids. We traveled to all the 
local coin shows and many “away” shows including mul- 
tiple ANA Conventions as a father and son team. Those 
were very good years. 


Michael's first numismatic disappointment involved his pur- 
chase of a 1932-D Washington quarter from a “bargain bin” 
at a local coin show for seventy-five cents. The Redbook 
listed it at $50 and he knew he had a real deal. He showed 
it to all his friends and was ecstatic until he let a coin deal- 
er at the next show look at it. He was informed that the coin 
was altered, and the D had been added after striking. After 
shaking off the sting of severe disappointment, he learned 
a very important lesson...Knowledge is King. 


Two of the highlight auctions we attended were the March 
1980 Garrett / Johns Hopkins Sale in Los Angeles and the 
October 1982 Eliasberg Gold Sale in New York. These 
sales included coins that were well beyond our compre- 
hension in terms of beauty, depth, and prices realized. 


We were privileged to have met numismatic icons such as 
Harry Bass Jr.; Mike Brownlee; and Amon Carter Jr. One 
of our most memorable trips was to New York to partici- 
pate in a visit of the American Numismatic Society per- 
sonally arranged by Harry Bass. Richard Doty, then the 
curator, gave us the “behind the scenes” tour. We were 
able to examine hundreds of rare coins that were simply 
housed in old-style coin drawers and leaf through many 
rare numismatic books at our leisure. 


Our interest and study in numismatics continues to this 
day.

1783 Washington Token Large Military Bust. Baker-4, R.1. A well detailed piece with moderate wear resembling a mid-grade example. Some golden highlights 
surround the borders. Listed on page 75 of the 2007 Guidebook. (#667) 





1783 Washington Token “UNITY STATES”. PCGS graded EF-45. Baker-1, Breen-1188, R.1. A modestly circulated example with extensive mint made die 
file marks circling the obverse periphery. Struck around 1820 by Matthew Boulton’s Soho Mint in Birmingham. The reverse legend reads UNITY STATES, and 
by so doing evades U.S. coinage laws; otherwise, the reverse design copies the contemporary U.S. Large Cent. Listed on page 76 of the 2007 Guide Book. (#689) 


IMPORTANT HIBERNIA FARTHING PATTERN, 
NELSON-18, SP64 PCGS 





3 (1724) Wood’s Hibernia Pattern Farthing. PCGS graded Specimen 64. Ex: Ford Collection. Nelson-18, Bath metal, 90.5 grains. Believed to have been struck 
in 1724, but undated, this is a very rare pattern issue designed by William Wood. It features an obverse portrait of King George that closely resembles that seen 
on a 1724 halfpenny. The design on the reverse is similar to that seen on Hibernia issues but with no legends. Struck in Bath metal, an alloy of 4.5 ounces of zinc 
combined with one pound of copper. It is believed there are eight examples of Nelson-18 and this is thought to be the finest known. Glimpses of golden-brown 
are seen in the fields and contrast nicely against the chestnut-brown devices. An important offering for the advanced Colonial collector. (#965) 





4 1723 Wood’s Hibernia Farthing DEI GRATIA REX. PCGS graded EF-45. Nelson-7, Breen-173. DEI GRATIA has close spacing between the words on this 
variety. A well struck medium brown example that exhibits some scattered green encrustation in selected protected areas on each side. Otherwise, the surfaces are 
remarkably smooth. Listed on page 42 of the 2007 Guide Book. (#176)

1804 Plain 4, Stemless. C-13, B-10, R.1. Excellent detail remains on this 
chocolate-brown example. A few small abrasions ore noted in the left obverse

1805 Small 5, Stemless. C-1, B-1, R.1 A well detailed example still display 
ing signs of red color on each side. Some minor porosity shows in the obverse 


fields and several carbon spots are seen on each side. (#1081) 


1807. C-1, B-1, R.1. The only die pairing. Deep steel-brown surfaces that 
are quite glossy. Showing XF details, just a few ancient abrasions are noted 


overall. (#1104)

1809/6, C-5, B-5, R.1 A smooth, high grade piece exhibiting 20 to 25 points 
of wear and a light brown finish. (#1126) 


1829. ANACS graded MS-61 Red & Brown. C-1, B-1, R.1. Close Date, 
Large 2, the high leaf extends beyond the second S of STATES. Abundant 
mint red is more prevalent than medium brown color. One area of deeper 
toning is noted from the right side of the date to Liberty’s bust. A pleasing 
Uncirculated specimen. (#1154) 


1832. C-3, B-3, R.1. Excellent detail remains on this high grade, well cen- 
tered example. (#1159) 


1834. C-1, B-1, R.1. Sharply detailed with medium brown surfaces and 
overtones of mint-green. Worth a close look. (#1165) 


1834. C-1, B-1, R.1. Rich chocolate-brown color overall. (#1165) 





1835. ANACS graded MS-63 Brown Rim Clip. C-1, B-1, R.1. A clip 
shows at 4 o'clock on the obverse rim and the corresponding location on the 
reverse border. Deep chocolate-brown color with subtle olive accents. About 
30 degrees of clockwise die rotation is also noted. (#1168) 


Lot of Two Classic Head Half Cents. Included are: (2) 1833, both grade 
Fine to VF and show light porosity. 


Coronet Head Half Cents 


1849. C-1, B-4, R.2. A higher grade piece showing little wear and just a few 
tiny abrasions concentrated mostly on the obverse. (#1218) 


1854. C-1, B-1, R.1. No rust pit on I in UNITED. A well impressed exam- 
ple with details of Uncirculated. Light brown overall with hints of blue-green 
and red iridescence indicating the possibility of a light dipping at one time. 
Still an attractive piece. (#1230)

1855. NGC graded MS-65 Brown. B-1, C-1, R.1. Small Date, Small 
Berries. Breen recorded two die states for this date, State I known only in 
Proof, and State II known only in business strike format. Hints of mint red 
remain in the crevices with abundant tan-brown color elsewhere. The strike 
wanes slightly on the obverse stars. (#1233) 


1855. C-1, B-1, R.1, the only known die pairing. Medium brown surfaces 
exhibit hints of faced red in selected crevices. Sharply defined with a few 
minor abrasions in the obverse field. A nearly Uncirculated piece. (#1233) 


Lot of Three Half Cents. Present are: (2) 1829 C-1, B-1, R-1; and an 1832 
C-1, B-1, R.2. Total: 3 coins. 


Lot of Four 1828 Half Cents. Included are (2) 1828 half cents; C-1, B-1, 
R.3; C-3, B-2, R.1; and (2) C-2, B-3, R.2, these being the 12 Star varieties.

1794 Head of 1794. PCGS graded VG-10. S-29, B-11, R.2. A nicely 
detailed steel-brown cent with some planchet irregularities at the date. The 
UNITED is faint but all other legends are clear, and Liberty’s profile is bold. 
A couple of crisscrossing scratches are noted on the reverse. (#901374) 


ELUSIVE 1794 LARGE CENT, S-51, LOW R.5 
1794 Head of 1794. ANACS graded Good-6. S-51, B-42, Low R.5. The 


medium steel-brown surfaces have notable corrosion and porosity in the 
fields. Despite abundant wear, good detail remains on each side. An attrac- 
tive example of this desirable and elusive early large cent variety. (#901374) 


Draped Bust Cents 


1797 Reverse of 1797, Stems. ANACS graded VG-8. S-140, B-22, R.1. 
Deep chocolate-brown surfaces are slightly porous. Good detail remains on 


both the obverse and reverse. (#1422) 


1797 Reverse of 1797, Stems. S-139, B-21, R.1. A pleasing example that is 
well centered and evenly worn throughout. This appears to be struck from an 
early state of the dies. Minor porosity shows on each side. (#1422) 


1803 Small Date, Small Fraction. S-250, B-10, R.3. Glossy, steel-brown 
surfaces, and exhibiting VG details, some planchet roughness shows in the 
left obverse field. Struck from a late die state. (#1482) 


1803 Small Date, Large Fraction. S-261, B-20, R.2. A median die state 
showing a curving die crack from the obverse rim at 9 o'clock, through Lib- 
erty’s hair, to the rim at 6 o'clock between the 8 and 0 of the date. VF details 
are exhibited along with some corrosion on either side. (#1485) 


1807, 7 over 6. Large 7. S-273, B-3, R.1. Glossy, steel-brown surfaces show 
Fine details with an extremely clear overdate feature. A couple of ancient 
abrasions are noted on the obverse. (#1528)

1812 Large Date. ANACS graded Details of AU-50 Corroded. S-288, B- 
3, R.2. This medium to dark brown example has pleasing definition. Corro- 
sion is visible at the center of the reverse. The dies have rotated about 20 


degrees in a clockwise fashion. (#1564)

1816. ANACS graded MS-62 Brown. N-2, R.1. Deep mahogany-brown 
with hints of faded red on the reverse. Most 1816 cents are from the Randall 
Hoard, however, most show minimal signs of red color (this example), while 
later 1818 and 1820 Randall Hoard offerings usually have more red color 
remaining. (#1591) 


1816. N-7, R.3. A glossy, deep brown example of this slightly scarcer variety. 
(#1591) 





1820. Large date. PCGS graded MS-63 Brown. N-13, R.1. This is a Ran- 
dall Hoard variety, easily identified by the circular die cracks that extend 
through every star and the date. Virtually all Mint State 1820 large cents in 
existence today are from this die pairing. This is an attractive Uncirculated 
piece with a medium brown obverse and a slightly lighter reddish-brown 
reverse. Well struck, a few tiny carbon spots are evident on the obverse, but 
the overall quality is exceptional. (#1615) 


1825. N-7, R.3. Glossy, light tan-brown surfaces with light wear showing on 
the highpoints. (#1642) 


1827. N-2, R.3. Identifiable by the recut BE in LIBERTY, and a long right 
foot on the first A of AMERICA. A high grade, dark steel-brown piece show- 
ing minor surface porosity. (#1651) 


1833. N-2, R.2. Curved even date with the 118 high, star 1 near bust, and 
the top of the C in CENT recut. Attractive light brown surfaces with some 
discoloration and minor corrosion on the reverse. Details of XE. (#1696) 


1833. C-1, B-1, R.1. A glossy, high grade example with cordovan-brown sur- 
faces that are accented with tinges of blue as the coin turns under a light.

1835 Small 8, Small Stars. ANACS graded MS-61 Brown. N-6, R.1. A die 
scratch extends through the tops of LIBE and a light die crack is through the 
835 of the date. The glossy deep brown surfaces are enhanced with iridescent 
hues as the coin turns under a light. A few spots of corrosion are seen on the 
reverse. (#1717) 


1838. N-14a, High R.4. A very scarce variety this is identifiable by the bro- 
ken E in LIBERTY and a small spike on the leaf tip under the R of AMER- 
ICA. The A variety features a perfect obverse without the rim break at star 6. 
The deep steel-brown surfaces exhibit VF detail, but are slightly porous. A 
highly collectible example of this scarce die pairing. (#1741) 
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1839 Silly Head. PCGS graded MS-62 Brown. N-9, R.2. The diagnostic 
die crack extends from between stars 5 and 6 down to the rim just below stat 
13. Medium brown color overall, a few minor spots and streaks are noted. 
Save for several of the obverse stars, the remainder of the details are boldly

1844. ANACS graded MS-60 Brown. N-1, R.1. A horizontal die line to the 


right of the base of the | defines this die variety. Deep brown patina covers

1845. NGC graded MS-64 Brown. N-5, R.1. Mint-made die crumbling is 
seen on the E in CENT and identifies this Newcomb die marriage. Deep 
cherry-red patina is extensive on the obverse, the remainder of the coin is a 
blue-brown color. A contact mark to the left of Liberty's nose is noted for 
future identification. (#1862) 





1845. NGC graded MS-64 Brown. N-9, R.2. Identifiable by a round die 
lump on Liberty's upper lip and a tiny point up from top of E in CENT over 
seriph of the crossbar. A rich reddish-brown piece with a wide flan and a good 
strike overall. A few tiny abrasions are concentrated on the obverse. (#1862) 


1845. ANACS graded MS-60 Brown. N-12, R.3. Identifiable by vertical die 
lines behind the TY in LIBERTY, and a small die lump under the left verti- 
cal base of the N of ONE.

1845. N-4, R.1. Especially attractive chestnut-brown surfaces are without 
mentionable defects. A strong strike further enhances eye appeal. Uncircu- 
lated details.

1847. NGC graded MS-64 Brown. N-3, R.3. Repunching shows at the left 
top of the 7, and a large irregular die lump is on Liberty's cheek with a small- 
er one near the ear lobe. This lustrous chocolate-brown piece is accented with 
subtle rurquoise-blue hues and generous cartwheel luster under the patina.

1847. NGC graded MS-62 Brown. N-37, R.1. Medium brown color over- 
all with subtle reddish overtones. Minor weakness shows on the stars and 
coronet on the obverse. One tiny field mark is noted between star 1 and Lib- 
erty’s chin. (#1877) 


1847. ANACS graded MS-61 Brown. N-22, High R.3. The diagnostic Y- 
shaped die crack clearly shows under star 1 to the field under the tip of Lib- 
erty’s bust. Dark brown color overall, a few minor abrasions are confined

1847. NGC graded AU-58. N-12, R.3. Ex: Jules Reiver — A deep 


reddish-brown example with good centering and rim cuds at 2 o'clock and 4 
o'clock on the obverse.

1847. N-20, R.3. A short bar shows between the bases of the T and Y of LIB- 
ERTY. Rich, medium brown surfaces are well struck and show About Uncir- 
culated detail. A couple of small marks are mentioned in the left obverse field 


and on Liberty’s cheek and jaw. (#1877)

1848. NGC graded MS-64 Brown. N-9, R.1. This near-Gem example pos- 
sesses substantial glowing original orange color, especially on the reverse. The 
portrait, wreath, and the exposed fields have toned a medium brown shade. 
Well struck for the most part as only several of the stars lack full centrils.

1848. NGC graded MS-62 Brown. N-17, R.1. A small die lump is visible 
on upright of the E in AMERICA, and the upright of the 4 in the date is 
lightly recut. Glossy, reddish-brown surfaces are quite smooth for the 
assigned grade.

1848. N-20, R.3. Clear repunching shows on the 48 of the date. Sharply 
detailed, save for several of the obverse stars. Light, reddish-brown surfaces 
exhibit Almost Uncirculated details.

1849. NGC graded MS-63 Brown. N-22, R.1. A tiny vertical die line shows 
inside the top of the E in CENT. Hints of original orange-red color show in 
the crevices of this otherwise brown example. Well struck, save for several of 


the stars. (#1886) 
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1850. NGC graded MS-65 Brown. Rich brown color with hints of red 
remaining on the reverse. A sharply detailed piece with no marks and only 
the tiniest of carbon spots. (#1889) 


1850. N-22, R.4. Easily identified by a large rectangular lump on Liberty’s 
bust over the 1 and 8. The surfaces present a tan-brown color with traces of 
original red in the recesses. About Uncirculated details with a minor mark on 


Liberty’s cheek. (#1889) 


1851. NGC graded MS-62 Brown. N-23, R.3. A tiny curved die line shows 
at the left top of the T in LIBERTY. A small indentation is noted in the field 
under Liberty’s chin, otherwise a relatively smooth example for the grade. 
Medium brown color. (#1892) 


1851. ANACS graded MS-61 Brown. N-37, R.4. Each side has gracefully 
toned to a Roman bronze finish. A couple of small marks are seen under Lib- 
erty’s eye and on her nose. Well struck excepting several of the star centrils.

1851. N-30, R.2. Pleasing, medium tan-brown surfaces with some faded red 
in selected crevices. Some minor spotting is noticed on each side, but the 
strike is sharp, and there are no singularly mentionable marks. Accompanied

1851. N-7, R.1. Medium brown surfaces with some minor spotting and 
About Uncirculated details. A well centered example with no mentionable

1851/81. N-3, R.1. Clear repunching of the 8 and 1 show under the 5 and 
1 of the date. Myriad die polish lines show in the right obverse field behind 
Liberty's hair. Pleasing medium brown surfaces exhibit Uncirculated details. 
A conditionally elusive, high grade example of this interesting error. (#1895) 





1852. NGC graded MS-64 Brown. N-16, R.1. Identifiable by a tiny die line 
that connects the foot of the R to the left top of the T in LIBERTY. Also, a 
die lump is seen on the left base of the T in CENT. Glossy, chocolate-brown 
surfaces with good cartwheel luster visible below the patina. Some peripher- 
al weakness shows at the denticles on both sides. Highly desirable as a type

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1852. ANACS graded MS-60 Brown. N-17, R.1. A highly collectible 
Uncirculated example with smooth, glossy chocolate-brown surfaces and a 


decent strike. Worth a close look. (#1898) 


1852. N-23, R.6, Identifiable by a die crack from the Coronet, through star 
5 co the rim, and a small lump on the reverse rim over the C of AMERICA. 
Well defined, close examination suggests this coin was probably dipped at 
one time, and is now retoning nicely. Details of About Uncirculated, proba- 
bly high on the Condition Census list for this rare die pairing. (#1898) 


1852. N-22, R.1. At first glance, one might think this was a blazing, fully red 
1852 large cent, however, close examination reveals the coin has been dipped 
by a knowledgeable person in order to restore its original finish. Details of 
Uncirculated with a few hardly visible slide marks on Liberty's cheek. 
(#1898) 


1852. N-6, R.2. Easily identified by a large rim cud that extends from under 
star 10 down to star 12, and an always-present depression on the upper 
reverse rim from over the ES and O. Mahogany-brown surfaces with some 
hints of red on the reverse and details of Uncirculated. (#1898) 


1852. N-15, R.3. Well detailed overall, excepting the obverse stars. A pleas- 
ing, medium brown example with Uncirculated details. (#1898) 


1852. N-4, R.1. Numerous flow lines show in the fields caused by excessive 
die wear.

1834 Bronzed. PCGS graded Proof 50 Bronzed. N-7, R.7. An extremely rare coin that was previously sold in our February 1992 Century Collection Sale. It 
is also one of the two 1834 N-7 plate coins shown in the Noyes’ United States Large Cents 1816-1839 reference book. The 1992 description follows: 


“Without visible wear and the mirrorlike surfaces are no longer present. Two spots of excess metal exist at the second star, more can be seen along the denticles 
from the first star nearly to the fourth star, on the face and neck, in and around the date, around the fifth star and along the edge. In addition, scratches are vis- 
ible in the left obverse field and two small obverse edge dents can be found. The consignor believes this is a bronzed Proof. If so, it would be the only one known. 
Mr. Nicholas states that he has done some work in the National Archives and found a few letters dated the summer of 1834 in which chief coiner Peale was in 
Paris studying “The Art of Bronzing.” He was doing this specifically with an interest in using bronzing techniques for U.S. Naval Medals. It appears that when 
he returned to the United States that he “tried his hand” at applying his skill, recently learned. Mr. Nicholas believes that after striking the planchet twice, that 
bronzing powder was applied, and a third strike was made (Note: under a magnifying glass you will see the three shifts.) The pressure and temperature liquified 
the bronze powder and formed the surface you see. Additionally, some of the liquified bronze flowed over the “loose collar” causing the side edge to be somewhat 
lumpy. The “collar mark” of the loose collar is also quite obvious on the side edge.” 


The obverse of this proof exhibits a diagnostic hairline die crack from the border above star 6, through stars 7, 8, and 9. The reverse die is perfect. This is an 
attractive piece exhibiting somewhat subdued surfaces, the result of the bronzing process. Deep brick-red patina is accented with blue-brown highlights. A few 
minor blemishes are noted, fully consistent with the grade. This large cent is sharply struck as it should be, with full borders on each side, and each individual 
design element fully defined. 


It is thought by specialists that there are seven known examples of the N-7 variety, with nine or ten proof examples of the Newcomb-3 pairing also known. How- 
ever, N-3s are one of the most common 1834 die pairings in business strike format. As a result, the N-3 proofs do not command as high a value as N-7s. This 
offering presents an extremely rare opportunity for the advanced collector of large cents that possibly will not repeat itself for decades. (#146335) Ex: The Cres- 
cent Bay Rarities Collection.

ATTRACTIVE GEM BU 1857 FLYING EAGLE CENT 





1857. PCGS graded MS-65. Authorized by the Act of February 21, 1857, 
the Flying Eagle cent, in the new copper-nickel alloy, weighing 88 grains, and 
of small diameter, was produced in quantity in the ensuing months. On May 
25th, the pieces were first distributed to the public, including in the yard of 
the Philadelphia Mint, where two booths were set up, one to pay out the new 
cents in exchange for Spanish-American coins, and the other to exchange the 
new copper-nickel pieces for old copper cents and half cents. Before long, 
such pieces were plentiful in circulation. Production of the type continued 
through the next year. However, difficulties arose with having the designs 
struck up properly. The heavy “agricultural wreath” on the reverse, adapted 
by James Longacre from his own three dollar coin of 1854, required great 
metal flow in the die to bring up the design properly. On the obverse the tail 
and head of the eagle were opposite in the coining press from the wreath, 
with the result that the metal sometimes could not flow effectively in both 
directions, and one or another area was weak. The problem was solved in 
1859 with the introduction of the Indian Head cent with laurel wreath 
reverse, also a short-lived, single-year type. 


Certified as a Gem by PCGS, this specimen is deeply lustrous and overlaid 
with pale golden-tan toning. The second year (including the so-called pattern 
1856) of one of the shortest lived types in the American series. (#2016)

Confederate Coins 


IMPORTANT CSA RESTRIKE HALF DOLLAR, MS65 PCGS 
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1861 Scott Restrike Half Dollar. PCGS graded MS-65. Breen-8003. In 
December 1860, the Secession Convention resolved that the New Orleans 
branch mint should be “taken into trust” on behalf of the Confederacy. As a 
member of the “Gulf Squadron,” Louisiana was one of the first states in the 
South to secede in early 1861, and the institution officially ceased produc- 
tion for the Union on February 28, 1861 when it became allied for the Con- 
federate States of America. During the two subsequent months, the New 
Orleans Mint continued to produce half dollars and double eagles for the 
South. These were indistinguishable from their Federal counterparts struck 
earlier in the year. During April 1861, CSA Treasury Secretary C.G. Mem- 
minger decided the South should have a distinctive design for the half dollar. 
The design he approved featured the Federal Seated Liberty design on the 
obverse with the Confederate coat of arms on the reverse. A single reverse die 
was prepared, which was polished for proof production and mated with a 
specially prepared obverse die. Interestingly, the obverse die selected had 
developed a tiny crack from the rim to the bridge of Liberty's nose almost 
touching the 7th star. Sometime in late April, the New Orleans Mint deliv- 
ered four proofs struck with these dies for presentation purposes. However, 
no further coinage followed, as it was thought there was insufficient steel for 
the production of working CSA dies. In the meantime, the cracked obverse 
die was paired with another standard reverse die and continued to strike half 
dollars, producing Breen-4905, the so-called “Cracked Confederate 
Obverse.” The New Orleans Mint was subsequently closed as a coinage facil- 
ity on April 30, 1861. 


In April, 1862, New Orleans fell to Union forces. Chief Coiner Dr. B.F. Tay- 
lor retained the single Confederate half dollar reverse die, as well as one of the 
four proof specimens. In order to avoid prosecution for treason, Taylor cared 
for his possessions in secrecy, until he subsequently published the story of 
Confederate coinage in the April 9, 1879 issue of the New Orleans Picayune. 
Taylor was able to sell the proof and the die to coin dealer Ebenezer Locke 
Mason, Jr., who resold them to J. W. Scott. 


Scott decided to produce tokens and restrikes utilizing the CSA reverse die, 
but it had severely rusted from years in storage, and he was afraid it would 
fail during the stresses of (renewed) production. With the help of David 
Proskey, he repolished it to minimize rust, and struck 500 white metal (prob- 
ably tin) tokens in which the die suffered no further deterioration. This piece 
is one of that initial restrike production. As a side note, Scott later produced 
about 500 other restrike Confederate half dollars utilizing 1861 halves he 
obtained from circulation in which he planed off the reverses before over- 
striking them. 


The obverse inscription reads: 4 ORIGINALS STRUCK BY ORDER OF 
C.S.A. IN NEW ORLEANS 1861*******REV (sic) SAME AS U.S (FROM 
ORIGINAL DIE : SCOTT). The reverse is the CSA coat of arms. There are 
scattered rust pits on the reverse, as well as a small chip out of the border out- 
side the letters ER in AMERICA, all of which are diagnostic. This is an 
uncommonly smooth coin for the grade whose surfaces display hints of light 
lemon and opaque patina. Each side exhibits bold definition on all devices.

Not only was the design noticeably different than the prior 
Coronet Head, but the coining techniques were entirely different. For the first time, on regular issue coinage, the design elements were incused, or sunk into the 
planchet instead of raised by the dies. Thus the fields are the highest part of the coin. The matte process was first used by European mints in the late 19th cen- 
tury, and spread to the Philadelphia Mint in 1908 for American Proof gold coinage. Proofs dated 1908 tend to come nice, with many survivors approaching, or 
in full Gem grades, making this date a perfect choice for the type collector who demands quality. 


A glorious example of this first year of issue that has been carefully preserved. The surfaces display the heavy matte texture imparted by the dies and the desired 
yellow-gold mixed with khaki-gold color. As sometimes happens, the first year of issue saw increased production by the Mint, and a total of 236 pieces were struck, 
however, it is believed that a number of the original mintage was unsold and subsequently melted at year’s end. The Matte proof gold coins were not initially pop- 
ular with collectors, and sales drifted lower until the denomination was no longer offered in proof format after the 1915 issue. 


The strike is exceptional throughout, with no signs of softness whatsoever; the Philadelphia Mint was striking these to show off the new design to its utmost puri- 
ty. For identification, there is a minute graze over the Indian's eye, and a couple in the left reverse field, otherwise the surfaces are pristine. This Gem Matte proof 
will create a memorable event for any specialist. (#7957) Ex: The Joe and Michael Semmer Collection.

How these facets 
were formed is a minting secret, and it is evident that the Philadelphia Mint 
tinkered with the process each year as Matte proofs show slightly different 
color and texture. The 1913 issue has a fine sandblast texture with minute 
facets on the surfaces that twinkle like stars in the galaxy when closely exam- 
ined. Each year has its own characteristics and facet size, and the colors range 
by year from the dark mustard seen on the 1911 Matte proofs to this much 
lighter khaki-gold on the present coin with several variations in between for 
every year.

new, dark Matte proofing process used on 1908 gold coins, the Philadelphia 
Mint decided to experiment with a lighter finish. They developed the so- 
called Roman finish, which produced a lighter yellow-gold color with slight- 
ly more reflective fields. Nevertheless, the result was still a Matte proof coin 
that did not produce the highly reflective appearance of earlier proof Liberty 
gold coins. It is believed that two examples dated 1909 were struck using the 
same matte finish seen on the 1908 proofs, however, the present coin was 
struck in the lighter lemon-yellow Roman finish as is typically seen. The 
Roman finish was still criticized by numismatists of the day as it too closely 
resembled a business strike. In fact, some of the unsold Roman finish proof 
gold coins of 1909 and 1910 were actually distributed with business strikes 
for general circulation. Only 74 Indian eagles were struck in 1909, a paltry 
sum to represent the year. 


This example exhibits a bright, yellow-golden finish with intense luster and 
slightly reflective fields as discussed earlier. The strike is razor-sharp overall 
with high, a sharp wire edge on both sides easily visible in the PCGS holder. 
A couple of minor marks are seen that limit the grade, but these hardly 
detract of the exceptionally pleasing, overall appearance of the Choice proof 
example.

Noth- 
ing like it has ever been found before, and as no comparable Gold Rush trea- 
sure has been reported missing, nothing like it will ever be found again. 


As Dave Bowers mentioned in his study The Official Red Book of United 
States Gold Double Eagles, treasure coins have a special respect. Today it is 
possible to put together a full set of these treasure coins, consisting of one 
each of the four different shipwrecks that yielded double eagles; these being 
the S.S. Yankee Blade, lost in 1854 and under circumstances that have not 
been fully explained, and which yielded a few hundred 1854-S $20s in the 
1970s; the S.S. Central America, lost in 1857, found in the mid 1980s and 
predominated by slightly over 5,400 1857-S double eagles, mostly Mint 
State; the $.S. Brother Jonathan, lost at sea in July 1865, which yielded 
slightly over 1,000 gold coins, mainly 1865-S; and the latest in this remark- 
able lineup, the S.S. Republic, lost in October 1865, and recently found by 
Odyssey Marine Exploration Inc., yielding many different dates of double 
eagles of the 1850s and early 1860s. (#8922)

President Teddy Roosevelt gave 
Saint-Gaudens the support to cut through most of the bureaucratic red tape, 
which lasted just long enough to coin about 12,000 pieces of this High Relief 
design. 


The surfaces are simply outstanding on this coin. The strike is full and com- 
plete, with Liberty's facial features clear along with every fold in her dress. 
The eagle is a testament to the skill of Saint-Gaudens, with the high ridge of 
the wing rising dramatically above the surface of the field. The Wire Rim is 
more commonly seen as opposed to the Flat Rim, which is the result of a dif- 
ferent coining collar design used during earlier strikings. A formidable Gem

1907. High relief, Roman numerals, wire rim. NCS graded Details of Proof Altered Surafces. In 1905, President Theodore Roosevelt, historically the president 
who took the most active interest in our coinage, was disappointed with the mundane state of America’s coinage designs. He had recently taken an interest in 
ancient Greek coins which he had seen on display, and lamented the fact that the currency of his era was plain and uninspired by comparison. Accordingly, Roo- 
sevelt contacted his long time acquaintance, Augustus Saint-Gaudens, and asked him to redesign the entire U.S. coinage spectrum, from the small bronze cent 
up to the gold double eagle. Saint-Gaudens, America’s most admired sculptor, kept his studio in Cornish, New Hampshire where he prepared sketches and work- 
ing models of his ideas. By the summer of 1907, Saint-Gaudens had nearly completed the work on the Indian $10 design as well as the new $20 design, which 
he based on his statue of Victory, part of the Sherman Victory Monument which stands today in New York City’s Central Park. However, on August 3, 1907, 
Saint-Gaudens succumbed to cancer without ever seeing an example of his work in a legal tender format. His work was finished by his assistant, Henry Hering. 
Meanwhile, a great “war” (Roosevelt called it his “pet crime”) had broken out between the Mint and Charles Barber on one side, and President Roosevelt on the 
other. Barber was upset that Roosevelt had unkind words for his dime, quarter, and half dollar designs (which had circulated as current coin of the realm since 
1892), and he was also incensed that an outside artist had been chosen to redesign the coinage. Barber protested that the high relief of the dies would prevent the 
coins from striking properly, and so on, causing Roosevelt to state that the MCMVII $20 coins would be produced if it took all day to strike just one coin! Despite 
Barber's shenanigans, the coins were eventually produced to the tune of several hundred pieces a day, though not without difficulties, as each coin needed three 
blows from the dies to be fully struck up. In time, approximately 11,250 High Relief MCMVII double eagles were produced to Teddy Roosevelt's satisfaction. 
Barber then redesigned the dies, making them flatter in depth and considerably less dynamic in appearance, remaining so through the demise of the series in 


1933. 


Roger Burdette’s Renaissance of American Coinage 1905-1908 included a letter that makes us privy to the Mint Director's personal opinions about these beau- 
tiful coins. In a December 17, 1907, letter to Charles Brewster (attorney for the widowed Augusta Saint-Gaudens), Mint Director Frank Leach wrote: “There is 
a great demand for the coins [of Mr. Saint-Gaudens’ design]. So far the medal press capacity at the mint at Philadelphia has been unable to satisfy it, and I am 
told the coins out there are all bringing a premium. I regret this, for I was in hopes that there would be sufficient struck to satisfy the wants of everybody. We 
shall continue running the medal presses as long as we can for this reason. We did not get the coin presses in operation on the double eagles of the new design as 
soon as expected. “Of course, the coin from the coining press is not as fine a specimen of art as that struck on the medal press, yet, it seems to me, it is superior 
to anything any other country has produced. The relief is much higher than anything I have seen, and I think higher than that in existence on the gold coins of 
any country. ” 


Concerning proof High Relief coinage, it is known is that slightly less than two dozen proofs, or specimen strikes, were made of the Ultra High Relief double 
eagle, those early in the year (February 1907). Several highly placed government officials received specimens of that exemplary piece, as did Saint-Gaudens’ widow. 
Within a short time, everyone involved concluded that no coin with such a high relief could be mass-produced for general circulation. Because of President Roo- 
sevelt's extreme fondness for his “pet project,” he insisted on having coins struck to present to the public. The relief was modified a second time; lowered to the 
High Relief design, turning what would should have been a second pattern issue into actual circulating coinage. The relief was subsequently lowered a third time 
capable of being struck with a single blow from the press. 


Given the demand for all examples of this issue, it would be very surprising if proofs or specimen strikings of the modified High Relief coins had not been pro- 
duced. All available evidence points to the fact that specimen strikes were, in fact, made of the High Relief design, the best compromise between artistry and avail- 


ability. 


The striking definition on this piece is truly exceptional, and that alone sets it apart from other High Relief twenties. All the pillars on the Capitol building are 
fully detailed, and the peripheral lettering is completely separated from the fully defined rim that encircles each side. The berries on the olive branch are sharp 
and fully round, and numerous squiggly die polish lines are clearly visible, particularly in the obverse fields. The surfaces have been lightly wiped at one time 
resulting in the net grade by NCS. Rich yellow-gold coloration is still seen over each side complemented with a thin veneer of satiny mint luster. A remarkable 
example of this important, experimental striking of the 1907 High Relief double eagle. (#9135) Ex: The Joe and Michael Semmer Collection.

—isio0-§.S. Central America Gold Bar, Kellogg & Humbert, 33.56 Oz. Three years after the opening of the San 
Francisco Mint, a huge cargo containing nearly 15 tons of freshly minted coins, gold bars, and private-issue 
coins was loaded on the side-wheel steamship “Sonora” for a land-sea journey from San Francisco to New 
York. The passengers boarded the ship as it headed for Panama on August 20th, 1857. After reaching Pana- 
ma, the passengers and gold traversed the isthmus by train, and were subsequently loaded on the United 
States Mail Steamship, S.S. Central America. 


On September 3, 1857, the S.S. Central America sailed from the Panamanian port of Colon with 477 pas- 
sengers and 101 crew for New York City under the command of William Lewis Herndon. After a stop in 
Havana Cuba, the ship continued north. 


On September 9, the ship was caught in a hurricane while off the coast of the Carolinas. By the next day, 
the high winds shredded her sails, she was taking on water, and her boiler was threatening to go out. A leak 
in one of the seals to the paddle wheels sealed her fate. At noon that day, her boiler could no longer main- 
tain fire and steam pressure dropped, shutting down both the pumps keeping the water at bay and the pad- 
dle wheels that kept her pointed into the wind. A bucket brigade was formed and her passengers and crew 
spent the night fighting a losing battle against the rising water. During the eye (calm) of the hurricane, 
attempts were made to get the boiler running again, but these subsequently failed. The second half of the 
storm then struck. The ship was now on the verge of foundering. The next morning, two rescue ships were 
spotted, and 153 people, primarily women and children, managed to make their way over in lifeboats. How- 
ever, the ship remained exposed to intense winds and heavy seas. With roughly 425 people and the precious 
gold cargo still on board, the S.S. Central America sank to the ocean bottom around 8 pm the night of Sep- 
tember 11th. 


The disaster still stands as the worst shipwreck in United States peacetime history. Along with the failures 
of several institutions, it led to the “Panic of 1857”. Some historians believe that this crisis was the financial 
trigger for the Civil War less than four years later. 


After a massive human, financial, and legal effort was undertaken 131 years later, the wreckage was pin- 
pointed about 8,000 feet below the ocean surface. The Columbus-America group actually recovered the 
treasure, finding most of the coins to be as bright and lustrous as the day they were minted in 1857. 





Offered here is a 33.56 ounce gold ingot produced by the Kellogg & Humbert assay firm. The partnership 
of John Kellogg and Augustus Humbert was formed in April, 1855. These two gentlemen proved to be very 
reputable during their years as assayers and were instrumental in keeping the California economy moving as 
the newly formed San Francisco Mint (1854) could scarcely keep up with the demand for coinage on the 
West coast. 


This ingot bears the dimensions: 42mm wide, 51mm high, and 28mm deep. The obverse is stamped, No 
611 / 33.56 Oz-/ 827 FINE / $573.72. The serial No. 611 is noted at the top of the reverse of the bar as 
well. The stamp, KELLOGG & HUMBERT ASSAYERS is on the side. As is almost always seen, one of the 
corners is clipped on the lower right of the face. The surfaces are generally bright yellow gold, with minor 
casting imperfections.
